Steven Stern recorded the facts on some unusual music 
you probably wont hear on the radio . 


Lots of people play music in 
their cars, but Wendy Mae 
Chambers plays music with 
cars. In her 1978 piece, “Real 
Music," performers drove 
around a circular driveway 
honking their horns and turn¬ 
ing their wipers on and off, 
following instructions taped to 
their rearview mirrors. 

Chambers also performs 
popular songs, such as “The Star- 
Spangled Banner," on an organ she 
built by connecting 25 car horns to 
a keyboard (right).

Judy Dunaway has performed her music using nothing 
but balloons for instruments. She creates melodies by 
letting the air out of inflated balloons (above, left) and 
blowing into ripped ones. She also makes percussive 
sounds by tapping balloons or rubbing them with her 
Angers (above, 'right). Dunaway has around 4,000 
balloons in her apartment and hopes to someday write 
an entire balloon symphony. 
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It takes brains to be a composer, 
especially if you’re Alvin Lucier (left). 
In Lucier's “Music for Solo Peformer,’ 
the performer straps electrodes to 
his or her head. The electrodes send 
electrical impulses produced by the 
person’s brain through an amplifier 
to speakers that have drums and other 
percussion instruments in front of them. 

The electrical impulses cause the speakers to vibrate, and 
the vibrations make the instruments move. Lucier ends up 
creating a drum solo, all from his head! 
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A piece called “4'33 M ” by composer John Cage is perfect for people 
who hate loud music. For four minutes and thirty-three seconds, 
a performer sits at a piano without 
playing. The “music” is 
whatever sounds can be 
heard in the room—people 
coughing or traffic noises 
from outside, for exam¬ 
ple. Cage’s piece was first 
“not played” by pianist 
David Tudor (right) in 1952. 

News reports did not say whether 
the audience’s applause was also silent. 
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I am the hound 
of silence. 
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In 1892, French baker Joseph Pujol started 
performing a musical act that earned him 
the title “Le Petomane,” which means “The 
Fartomaniae.” Pujol played the flute with his 
own gas and did impressions of animal noises. 
He could also extinguish a candle using his 
own wind power (above).

In the 1920s, Leon Theremin 
(left) invented an instrument 
that you play without ever touching it. Named after the inventor, the theremin is a box 
with two metal antennas. A performer moves his or her hands around the antennas 
to control the volume and pitch of the wavering 
electronic sound produced inside the box. 

The eerie sound of the theremin was used in 
many science fiction movies of the 1950s. And a 
theremin named “Lothar” starred in a 1960s band 
called Lothar & the Hand People (right). You can 
also hear a theremin during the chorus of the 
Beach Boys’ song “Good Vibrations.” □ 
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With two albums and a movie finished in just over a year, Britain’s Spice Girls seem 
to be taking over the world. Seasoned reporter David Lewman grilled the fab five.
